Referring to your memorandum of October 30th, our 
file indicates that we reported to you in respeot of the 
question of any advantage to the Company by way of 
taxation, etc., the information at that time being that - 

"The expenditures of the Company in respect of its 
recreational activities, are all allowed as deductions 
for income tax purposes and therefore, nothing would be 
gained in this direction by having the recreational 
activities carried on under the School Charter. 

As far as Municipal taxation is concerned, we 
could not gain any advantage unless we were to carry on 
the activities of a recognized educational institute, 
and it is presumed that there is no intention of doing 
this. 



It is to be noted that when the activities of ths 
Margaret Eaton School at 415 Yonge St*, ceased and the 
premises were leased to the University, the City en- 
deavoured to oancel the tax exemption we received in 
respeot of the sohool premises, on the grounds that our 
Girls* Club used the premises in the evenings. We appealed 
this and won the appeal - the City then appealed the 
decision, but lost out so that we still receive the tax 
exemption on the portion of the premises used by the 
University* It is to be noted that the exemption is 
received by reason of the University using the premises* 

There does not appear to be any means by which we 
could effeot any saving other than as set out herein." 



The foregoing is an extract from our note of June 
12th last. As suggested by you, we wrote Mrs. M. B. 

Burden on July 6th, setting out the story in respect of 
the proposed surrender of the charter, and Mrs, Burden’s 
reply, dated July 14th, was -
